Tlie SKC has passed two motions affecting the distri- 
bution of . student positions on campus activities. The 
council's method of dealing: with applications has beeii 
cliang:ed, as has the SEC electoral system. 



The SEC has already esUblish- 
ed an application system for 
the chairmanship of all activities 
and conferences. However in the 
past, accordintj to Stuart Smith, 
SEC Chairman "the council has 
always tried to he absolutely 
fair, and has had to listen to 
application forms as they were 
read and re>i^ad. ' Very- often 
they have been forced to decide 
after a long and confusing dis- 
cussion concerning people about 
whoini they know veo' little." 

APPLICATION 

In order to remedy this, an 
Application-Committee consist* 
ing of council menibe.j. and in 
some cases, professors has been 
formed. The committee, after 
careful screening of the appli> 
cations, wil! reduce the number 
of applicants to "n plus two" 
students, "n" representing the 
number of people that will be 
chosen in the final decision 
the council.

Howard Colder, proved himself an e.xpert on "Loving

ELECTION SYSTEM 

Tills system gives two voles to 
each voter, the first vote is for 
the "first choice", and the second 
assumes that the initial choice a 
out of the running. 

If one post Is . at stake, aol 
there are more than two Candida-' 
tes, tl'3 voters will indicate their, 
choice by placing CI)' beside their 

first preference, and (21 beside 
the second. When Uiesc votes are 
counted, all the (li votes will ba 
counted, and the candidate wlUi 
the least number of these will Itave 
his second place votes distributed 
among the other candidates. This 
procedure will be' continued until 
there are only two candidates re- 
maining, and then, the person with 
the most Votes wins the election. 
The counting is similar when two 
positions are involved, but in this 
case, the voting is done bv placini 
(I> beside both first choices, and 
(2t beside a third candidate. -- 

The main purpose of this sy.stom 
is to avoid the possibQitv of two 
people from the same ellinic 
groiip. activity, fraternity or resi- 
dence from splitting the vote so 
tliat a third partv wins almost au- 
tomatically. It also avoids the pos- 
sibility ttf votes for two capable 
IKiople being divided so that a 
Ihird. less capable party, would 
win by virtue of a solid minority 
block of 'votes. 

SECONDARY EFFECT 

The .system has Ihe secondary 
effect "of asking the .students t» 
think a little more carefully about 
tlieir choice", said Smith. "U is 
basically just a fair way of . 
coming to a decision about a 
vote." he continued.

Unilatéral Disarmament For Canada 
Called For By Divinity Professor

A policy of unilateral disarma- 
ment for Canada was advocated 
hy Dr. J.A. Boorman of-.McGiU's 
Faculty of Divinity ycsterday. 

Speaking on "Is Atomic War 
Justifiable" in one of the Christian 
Mission's noon-hour discussion pe- 
riods. Dr. Boorman denied being 
an "abjolùtexpacifist", but called 
himself instead -a pacifist : of the 
"Pragjnatic" kind. In other words, 
be believes ^that every-sltaation 
Involving a question of armament 
or disarnyamcnt is unique, and 
therefore each must be treated 
in its own way. , 

Of especial concern to Boorman 
was the concept of what he called 
"the Balance of Terror". He de- 
plored the current tendency of the 
great powers -to atockpile huge 
quantities of ■niielajir^'amu, and 
expressed coricernTovà^inora and 
mora nations johitai|'*l»<^^

Club". "Sooner or. later", he dc-. 
dared", "this is all going to lead 
to disaster." 

In considering . the question of 
whether atoniilc war Is justifiable, 
Boorman emphasized tliat there 
are really three questions to . be 
dealt witli. lite first is whether 
any war is justitial)lc. The basic 
condition that a. war be Just, he 
slated, is that it is- a war of self- 
defence. 

However, when considering whe- 
tlier the matter changes when nu- 
clear arms are introduced (Dr. 
Boorman's second question), one 
runs up against a slight difficulty, 
namely that the basic doctrine of 
atomic warfare Is not defence but 
offence. "The only .way to defend 
yourself where atomic weapons 
are concerned." - be said, "is by 
attacking first". 

A further problem where 
Atomia war b concenied, -Booc- 



man continued, is the unprece- 
dented power oWthe weauons in- 
volved. "Atomic War Involves 
indefinite, and unknown destruc- 
tion to the human race", he said, 
■"maybe even total destruction.'* 

Dr. Boorman stated that there 
are some people who adhere to 
the theory of limited. war. They 
maintain it is false to as.sume that 
nuclear war means all-out war, 
and they cite Korea as an exam- 
ple of a . limited war which has 
taken place in the nuclear age. 

Dr. B9orman himself was in- 
clined to favour an international 
police force as a safeguard to 
world peace. 

In concluding the discussion, 
Boorman admitted that the prob- 
lem "Is Atomic War JustifiableT" 
was obviously « deep and conv- 
plicated one, and that as mitlers 
stand at the moment, it seems iio- 
possible to answer it with an uBp 
qualified yes pr no^ .

Burice Advises Catholics 

"Christianity is deadtunless .it CAn enkindle hope." This was the central theme of 
Reverend Father Eusrene^BurkVs address yesterday at the Catholic mission, held in 
conjunction with the Christian Mission at McGill this week. 



The tpeiker, a PaulUt from 
Washinslonj began by sayine that 
faith is the aubitancc of thinst 
Imped for and that hope ii the 
«nchor of the Mul. "Hope it a 
human reality ha^vinc (ouc con- 
ditioni. II roust be concerned 
wHh a good a future good, and 
with something that is difficult, 
yet possible. If these cpnditiona 
arc not fulfilled, despaii- or pre- 
sumption dominate our bein^," 
be added. 

"Sf. Thomas Aquinas once said 
thai hope is strongest in young 
people and in drunks: in the 
former hope is caused by the 
challenge of the future, or the 
Inst cause; and in the latter, by 
tlie effect of the wine, wnich 



makes a nun cuily forget, and 
believe that he' can do anjUiinr." 

Father Burke went on to nay 
that Hope is also a theological 
virtue which .God iofusrd into 
the soul at Baptism to enable us 
to hope at the IcTel of the divine. 

When the Christian despairs, 
it is not zo mueli of- the end of 
life, as of the spiritual means of 
attaining that end. Wljen we 
despair we slowly begin to lose 
our (aste for spiritual things. The 
main causes of this lack of inter- 
est are boredom and self pity, 
\vhtch may bc° caused by the ex- 
perience of a personal tragedy. 
The final stage of despair is cyn- 
icism, a shell u.sed to cover

for our own sins but by the good we can do to remedy 
the sins of the world." 



This was the them»of the .talk 
delivered by Dr. Donald Soper 
yesterday on "The Gospel and 
IMiblic Morality." 

The world of today receives 
with indifference an olfer of sal- 
vation through Jesus Christ. The 
fact that to reject it means to 
follow a course of evil does. not 
concern us, since we do not have 
to face God's wrath here on earth. 

If we refer to the Gospel we 
will £ce that Christ preached so 
tiial wc would look toward God 
nnther than away from Him, So- 
per stated.

"How orien h.-ive we been told 
thill millions of people are dying 
of starvation every day? How 
Dlicn have we been reminded of 
the disaster of Hiroshima, whero 
thousands were wiped off the 
face of the earth? In spite of 
destruction to human nature, 
people still feci that the world 
would be all right "if" the Rus- 
.sians would behave, "if" Castro 
were removed, and many other 
"iff", the chief missioner said. 

Dr. Soper pointed out that the 
world Jesus Christ entered was 
much like ours — - full of poverty, 
sickness, despair, and He offered 
to bring "peace on earth" for the 
price of making our way of life 
in accordance with God's teach- 
ings. 

If men are all brothers under 
one â hcavènly>« f ather^^sâid i^Dr. 



Soper, then the public morality 
of thé Kingdom is the public 
morality of everyone. |f men 
are brothers, then, just as we 
feed, clothe and shelter the sin- 
ners in our prisons, we should 
do the same for tho.se "who.sc 
only fault is that they live in a 
capitalistic world." 

Dr. Soper concluded by saying 
that the salvation of Jesus Christ 
is offered to those who feel the 
sense of need. The need of soci- 
ety today is that wc are involved 
in a world in which we are not 
big enough to overcome all the 
evil alone. If we follow the word 
of God and strive to establish 
the Kingdom of Heaven here on 
carlh, then "the Gospel is reason- 
able and gloriously possible."
